As argued by Applicant's representative, the prior art on record fails 
to specifically teach wherein the server computer receives a first request from a remote client 
computer, the sever computer then receives a second request from the client computer wherein 
the second request comprises an internationalization context comprising the client's preferred 
conventions for processing the first request . the sever computer associates the second request 
with the first request for every thread of processing .
